FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

The report on Foreign Missions was read by 8. E. Tull, discussed by 
S. E. Tull, and, on motion, adopted, as follows: 

Jesus Christ is God’: response to the world’s need; missions is the 
world’s response to the world’s gratitude. Our foreign ‘mission work is 
no longer an experiment, but it is fast becoming one of the most tremen- 
dous forces in the progress of the kingdom of God. 

Our Foreign Mission Board is fifty-eight years old. During this 
period of a little over a half century, Southern Baptists have grown from 
almost hardghellism into an intelligent, active conviction as to what the 
Master of the Harvest meant when He said, “Go ye inito all the world and 
preach my gospel to every creature.” Our Foreign Mission Board is now 
sustaining 127 missionaries, with about as many native preachers in the 
different fields to whic h our work has extended—Mexico, Italy, Brazil, 
Africa, China, Japan Thare 1.790 baptisms last year in these mis- 
sions. Southern Baptists discharged their debt of obligation to God last 
year to the amount of S218.512. Little, indeed, compared to what we 
should have done, but much abeve previous vears Of this amount, Mis- 
sissippi Baptists gave $16,105.45 The work yet to be done is vast. It 
consists in the convicting of every Baptist of his duty to God on this mis- 
sion question, and through them to extend the saving gospel to the vet 
unreached millions of eartl} May each of us realize that God expects us 
personally to have a part in this great work ; and may each of us as well 
esteem it hig highest privilege to do his Master’s will in carrying forth: “the 
Gospel of Christ,” “the power of God unto salvation,” from our “.Jerusa- 
lem” at home. “unto the uttermost parts of the earth.”

HOME MISSIONS, 

The report on Home Missions, prepared by W. G. McMillan, was read 
by the Clerk, andy on motion, adopted, as follows: 

This divis ion of the mission work embraces the Southern States. 
Missouri; Indian Territory, Oklahoma, New Mexico, and the New South. 
Its work is among the Spaniards, the Chinese, the Indian, the negro, and 
the native citizens living in the destitute sections of our own dear South- 
land. The statistics show very gratifying results. A summary of the 
Home Board shows six hundred and seventy-one missionaries in the field; 
one hundred and twenty-seven churches constituted; two hundred and 
eighty houses of worship built and improved : 8,969 baptisms. The re-

ceipts of the Home Board were 108,661; a gain over the previous year 
of about $9,600. ; 

The conrtibution from Mississippi amounted, im round numbers, 16 
#5,600, an increase of abgut thirty-five per cent. We see from the minutes 
of the Southern Baptist Convention that. the Baptists have agreed to raise 
two hundred thousand dollars. May the same divine consecration and 
determination permeate. the hearts of every Baptist in the Kosciusko Asso- 
ciation, vea, every one within the bounds of the Home Missiou Board, until 
g sou] in our own dear Southland shall have heard the gospel of 
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every livin 
the Son of God.
